Antiquities. 

ihe Museum has acquirecl ou loan, purohase and by gift 
wme important additions to its antiquarian collections. 
The HiTector-General of ArchEcology has contributed very 
largely to this section by his loan of Kopalese bronzes, 
Tibetan gilt brass work, temple bauuer and coat of mail and 
manuscripts and especially by the loan of the recent Tnxila 
finds of antique jewellery reliques and Ijronxe and silver 
sculptures. The latter have been partly eshiliited i« a 
special ease designed for them and as soon as the gallerv of 
antiques is re-open to the public it is proposed to advertise 
the exhibition of these antiquities 

During the past year the Lahore Museum collection of 
scuipturtf. Gneco-Buddhist sculptures h’is been 

enriched by twenty-six reliefs from 
Swat, the gift of Colonel R ^V, MacLeod. Those leUefa 
arc generally well preserved and form a valuable adflitioh 
to the original collection. Some idea of their valiie and 
interest may be formed from the foiw illustrated in Plates 
2 6 of this report and which are disoussod briefly-below 
by Mr. H, Hargreaves; — 

, -This iniago, apparently of the Bodhisattva 

Maitreya, is in no sej^ unique; and, in view of the atilliy 
represented, schomatie drapery, somewhat dwarfish figure, 
and disproportionate right hand can hardly be attributed 
to the most nourishing period of tlib art. Nevertheless in 
one particular, the artist has been most successful, in giving 
to the face unwonted animation^ avoiding that frigid lifolesa* 
ness which is so marked in most works of this school 
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Bodbisaltva Image. Maltreya (?).

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TKc convcfiion of the robber Angulimala. 
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Noteworthy, too, is the docoiated Imlo for such haloes 
oo^uinon in Gandhara iuuigcs and, indeed, in the 
-Lahore Museum coUection there are only two more examnlog 
and both obviously late works. Between the ankles still 
exists the iron naC wliicli formerly hold the relief in nosi- 
tion, 

Plate (3),™Thc story of conirereion by the Buddha of 
the cruel robber of Kostin has long been known to 
students of Buddhist literature but only one sculptured 
represeutation of this legend has hitherto been published 
namely, by Dr, D. B- Spooner, in the Beport of ike 
Arck^hff^al Survey of Indiu, 1909-10, page 62, Bhte 
^VI (d), where the idea tihea lion was due to 

abbreviafed form of the legend is found 
'r v® another in the lowest panel 

of ?«o, 591 of the Lahore Museum collection. The relief 
non published is, therefore, a most woloomc addition to the 
few known specimens, and more particularly so, as it presents 
ce^ new features. On the extreme right is AnCTlimala 
[with hjs chamctcristic crown made of the fingers of his earUar 
TJctiiris) attacking his mother, then to the left, haying turned 

? prenaring to add the 

Huddha to tlie list of his previous nine hundred and ninetv- 
nme notims. The loss of the left edge of the stone is 
regrettable as the third act of the dramii, the actual « con¬ 
version or submission is thereby omitted, but the identi¬ 
fication of this sculpture is neyertheless unchaUen^mble and 
the missiim scene can be reconstructed with some certainty 
and would )mve depicted the robber at the Buddha^s feet 
his swonl lying on the ground, his hair beneath the feet of 
the Alaster, his garland of fingers in the foreground carefully 
represented as a rayed circle. ^ 

Ptare (4).—The identification, however, of this relief 
lacks the pleasing certainty of the one just described. The 
Buddha, who is depicted as seated on a grass-strewn throne 
receives a princely visitor whose exalted rank is indicated by 
the umbreIJa of state liorne hy the attendant on the extreme 
left. The water pot, now broken, earned by this servant in 
indicatiye of a donation and, most probably, from the position 
of the Buddha, one of those gardens constantly referred to in 
the Buddhist texts, as the gifts of pnnoes and other wialtliy 
laics. Now of these gifts of princes the most famous are 
the Bamboo Grove at lUjagriha and the Banyan Grovn at 
KapilayaatuA It would therefore, be tempting to designate * 
this relief as the gift of tlio Banyan (or Bamboo) Grove 
were it not that, in each ease, thest are stated to have been 
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presanted to tho Buddbfi, when in the kind’s palace 
whereas the grass-strewn scat with tho throe eglantine 
hlosBoms points to the Buddha in retreat in the forest. 
The loss of the right half and up|>cr edge of the relief adds 
to tlio uneertaintT, and the ident ideation of this relief as 
Bimbisara^s gift of the Bamboo Gtotc, though both |x>ssible 
and probable, is only aflvancefl tentatively and the sculpture 
published for the benefit of scholars. 

P/ofc (5).—Tlio sculpture reproduced as Piaie (6) is 
one hitherto unpublished. In t)ie centre of the relief the 
BuddJia, aitoudea by Vajraitani, stands above the ground 
on two undulating waves oonveDtionnlly represented in the 
manner usual in these reliefs. On either side is a soat‘-‘d 
ascetic Avith attendant brahmocJi dri,jt. Of miracles con¬ 
nected with water Iavo are known and the identification 
of tlio scene lies hetwoen the alter natives of “ The Con¬ 
version of Kasyapa of Uruyilva *' and “ The great miracle 
of Srava^ti.” Thougli the tivo ascetics and their assistant 
hrahmaebdrin are sMkh as occur in other known represen¬ 
tations of the Ka-syapa legend it must be oonfesswi that 
the two small undulations depict witli but little success an 
inundation. On the other hand in scenes of The great 
miracles of Smvasti ” the ascetics might hare heeti espccted 
to appear as naked nigrantkai and the other portion of t)ie 
double miracle, the fiame round the head of the Buddha 
to have been likewise depicted. Moreover, representations 
of the Sravnsti miracle in this school usually assume the 
form depicted in Kos. 572, 113-1, 1135 of the Lahore 
collection. The absence of the panel to the left is unfor¬ 
tunate for it might have shown the Buddha with flaming 
nimbus and thus strengthened the suggested identification 
of this relief as a rare representation of one scene of the 
double prodigy of the miracle of fire and ivater at Srava.<ifi. 

The relief in question certainly appears to challenge 
comparison with that which appears as Fiff. 80, in " Huddht^t 
. trt in India ” and w'hich Grunwedei believes to be an 
abbreviatod form of the Uruvilva miracle, but which Foucher, 
f/art Qraeo-Bf^vddkique d» Oandhdrat page 535, proposes 
with great reason to accept, as an alternative renefering of 
the Srfiyastl miracle.

Of the seTeial additions made to the oollection of Per* 
siaii and Indian paintings during the? year the most note* 
worthy is a 16th centuiy Persian drawing, partly tinted, 
representing Khn^row listening to the music of• Jiarbad. 
This drawing is an exceptionally fine one and may be con¬ 
sidered to he an important acquisition of the Museum. 

The collection of Mughal portraits has been supplement¬ 
ed hy the portraits of Zelj-Tin*Nisa ( Plate 6), Saynd Khan 
Jehaii, Sbaistn Khan and Jan K issar Khnu. Kesides these a 
fine series of drawinii^, mostly portraits of the Muglial and 
Rajput schools (Plate 7). hare neon purdiased. Their high 
artistic merits alone make them worthy of accession to the 
Muscudi ; but it is ho|>ed tliat later on most of them will be 
definitely identifietl by being compared with authenticated 
portraits in other ooHeciious 

A few important adtlitions hare been mad® in tho col¬ 
lection of Rajputana paiutings. The subject of one of these 
irobnbly relates to some iiistnrical incident. A Rajput 
irince is shown to l>o brought blind-folded inside a seraglio 
ref ore a Rajput princess wIk> is holding a paper or a firman 
in her hand. As the picture has Iiecn bought very recently 
its subject could not b-i asoertoined hufure gcii.g to Press 
Another Rajput painting shows a lady being offered pan, 
spices wrapped in Wtel leaf, by her attendant (Plate 8). 
ITi^ two pictures are very interesting examples of true 
Rajputana paintings. 

^ _ The collection of Kangra paintings has been provided 

with another picture of Radha and Krishna au])joct. Thus 
section now contains several exquisitely finished specimens 
of Kangra and other Punjab-Himalayan pmntings. 

In the section of drawings and unfinished paintings a 
few valuable additions bare also been made. TSvo fine draw¬ 
ings, one on skin and the other on paper, have l)een acquired 
of n finished painting which has been in tbu Museum collec¬ 
tion for several years.

Building 

During this year I hree of tho Muaenm gal lanes have 
been entirely olosetl to tho public oaring to new coiistruotion 
work, the opening of tho new buildings into the old. and to 
tlie serious crabk in tho wall of the picture gallery which has 
noees.ntatod the wall being opened and rebuilt. All tliis 
work has now been satisfactorily completed with tho excep¬ 
tion of piaster decorations to the new doorways. The new 
offices and gallery have been iinisbed, the former are now in 
uso but the new gallery rcmaiiis uufurjiiahed owing to lack 
of funds and remains merely a store room for Sir Aurel 
Stein's Central Asian eollection. 

General work of the Museum. 

Ihe labelliiig in black and silver is progreasing slowly 
but the time of the whole staffi now oioro insufficient than

The proper /ittinj 
of the Ldtrary with tables, chairs, carpets, etc., will require 
a small grant for this purpose. ^ 

Stall. 

Though short-handed, th<. office work and the heavy 
extra work of the Museum lias been carried on with expwl^ 
bon aiid efficiency under the management of the Omciatinii 
Darogha, Lula llaghonandan Fraswa. 

Finance.

They fortned [lart af a lot of 
86 gold coic^ coataiuod in an earthen vosari which wan tamed np by 
plough Twenty SIX had been melted down before the rernaindor were 
rescued. The find U of partieular importance because Gupta ooine have 
probably norer been uneartned so far west before.

Three Persian piiintings and one drawing and on© 
embroidered Kashmir shawl have been 
Ar(u n»n acturM. a^dctl by purchase during the year. 

Upon these paintings and drawings Mr. S. X. Gupta has fur¬ 
nished the following note r— 

There have not been many purctiases this year for this 
section, Good paintings are bincoming rarer every day and 
henceforth valuable acquis it iom» will he made more slowly 
than in previous years. 

The chief addition deserving special notice is a seven¬ 
teenth century drawing depicting the shoeing of a horse. A 
portion of the drawing on the right is missingj but happily 
this does not injure the cartoon at all. The simiature ot tho 
artist, Muzaffar Ali, occurs at the bottom on the left where 
the date also is given as Tuesday, the lOLh of Shival, 1037 H, 
corresponduig to about 1659 A. D. The style of the 
drawing is exactly that of the famous Kiza School of Persia 
which Eourished during the early part of the ITtli century. 
Specimens of this kind of drawings or jMiintings are extremely 
rare and cousequenlly this drawing has been a particularly 
welcome addition iu the gallery. 

Amongst other purchases mention should be made of a 
set of illustrations from a Persian manuscript belongiug pro¬ 
bably to the latter part of the 17th century. Altliough I 
have consulted several scholars I have not yet hoan able to 
ascertain to which work these pages belong, for the stray 
leaves do not give enough text from whicJi the book may be 
Identified. The workm'anship of tliese paintings is poor, hut 
they are of some historical interest ivs they show the decudent 
stage of Persian pictorial art. 

A collecticu of geologii'al specimons has been presented 
oy Mr, A. K. M. lloheriRon. nnd a col¬ 
lection of shells by Cliaudlu-j Nathii 
Sam. 

A collection of 23 birds’ skins and some snakes have been 
added to by presentations, but unfortu¬ 
nately til ere arc no funds available for 
their preservation.

All the galleries are now open to the public eieept the 
hew gallerj* which, as mentioned in my last report, continues 
to be used as store for Sir Aurel Stein’s collections. The 
plaster work on one of the doorways to the new gallery has 
been completed by the students of the Mayo School df Art, 
<iine doorway still remains to be done. 

The Qompound of the ^luseum and that of the Mayo 
School of Art adjacent has been opened out and improved 
at the suggestion of His Honour and in consultation with 
the Commissioner of Lahore by reuioviiig a large number of 
old ill-shaped trees by which means a better view of the 
building is now .obtainable from different points and it now 
becomes possible to plant flowering shrubs in tlie fore¬ 
ground and 80 add very greatly to the beauty of what is 
already a fine garden, the money obtained by the sale of the 
old trees will be asked for in the next budget for this pur¬ 
pose. 


General work of the Museum. 

Tlie work of labelling the exhibits has again been stopped 
this year as the librarian lias been engaged in arranging the 
library and cataloguing the books according to the Dewey’s 
decimal system which has been introduced by Mr. Dickinson, 
an American expert to the Punjab University. This work 
is now nearly complete and will be a great convenience to 
readers and expedite references. 

The catalogiiing of Indian paintings is still in hand and 
not yet completed. Owing to Mr. H. Hargreaves, Superin¬ 
tendent, Hindu and Budhist Monuments, Northern Circle, 
liavtng obtained Government sanction to join the Indian 
Army Reserve of Officers the work of completing the cata¬ 
loguing of the Gandliiira sculptures has to be postponed 
indefinitely. I should like here to record my regret at the 
temporary lose of his valuable work to the Museum. 

The collection of photograplisof Buddhist sculptures has 
been thorouglily overhauled and new' 
Pkotesraph*. negatives prepared in place of some of 

the old wot plates which had deteriorated.- Also a collection 
of photograplis frotii the arts and crafts section of the Museum 
lias been started and many fine prints taken from the negatives

From the collectors point of view the one feature that 
stands out in the past year is the most fortunate acquisition 
by tJie Museum of the seven Greek dulraohms illustrated in 
the report. I have to thmik Mr, E. B. Wliitchead, LC.S.. 
tor his keenne^ in the interests of the Museum coin

^purchase these beautiful examples of numismatic art 
We must rejoice that those extremely rare specimens are 
saved from going out of India. Apart from their numis- 
niatic value such Greek coins as these have a verv special 
interest to all lovers of beauty. The perfect balance of 
design between the inscription and the human elements, 
the ruggwlness of tlie letteiang contrasted by tlie exquisite 
finish and boldness of modelling of the beads and the de¬ 
corative ]>ro]K)rtion of tlie whole, give these coins just that 
refiroment of art tJiat many coinfa so hopeleswly missi 

in place of it we get tiie vul^rity of the common place. 

Under the head of antiquities another acquisition de- 
wrving of special mention ie a Persian manuscript Pwaeft 
fra»j by the Poet Nizami. I w-as verv fortunate in bein'' 
able to purchase this for Es. 500, M forms a valuable aiT- 



dition to oup colleetioTi both on account of its histoncal and 
artistic itnpoptance, the oaligraphy is very fine and the 
illustrations are good examples of the later j^riod of Persian 
art and tliough damagtid somewhat in places, their beauty is 
not spoilt, r have to thank Mr. S. N, Gupta for his note 
on this work and the other jmiitings acquired this year. 

The ornithology section has been strengtliened iiy the 
gift of the remains of Colonel Tytier's well known** collection 
of bird skins from all parts of the world. This coltection 
has, been lost sight of for many years and Mr. B. Be van 
Potman to whose ^nerosity the iMnseum owes this gift and 
in whose poaseasion it lias Ijeen since 19u9, has furnished 
me with the details given in the report of what is known of 
tlie collections history since Colonel Tytier’s death. I have 
to thank Mr. H. Whistler, P.Z.S,, of the Indian Policej^ 
who lias kindly agreed to assist me in arranging and 
cataloguing the collection. 1 shall be able I hope to give 
a full account of this collection next year when this work 
has been done. 

I have in conclusion to thank tlic many ladies and 
gentlemen who have as a lahour of love assisted mo in the 
collections and in the educational work of the Museum, 
Tho success of the course of lectures speaks strongly of the 
work done by the lecturers for the ljuseum.

All are new to the Museum except No. 6 which is much 
bettor than the previous ITueeum specimen. The other coins 
are extremely rare. The solitai^- didrachm of Strato and 
Agathokleia in the British Museum has remained unique for 
thirty years till two more turned up in the present &id. I 
hud never heard of didrachnis of Archebios m any other col¬ 
lection, public or private, except that of the Britisli Museum 
tiU ten turned up in the present find. Mr, Bleazby valued 
his rare Greek letradrachms and didrachms at £ 12 to £15 
each. The acquisition of a similar didroclim is a verv valu¬ 
able addition to the Museum collection of coins, Didrachms 
of Arehebios are also very rare, ITjc Jluseum now possess 
two. Tlio seventh coin is didrachm of Ileliokles. There is a 
simUar didrachm of Heiiokles in tlie British Museum which 
has remained unique for fifty years.

Mr, S, N. Gupta, Assistant Principal of the 3Iayo School of 
Art, Lahore, has furnislicd the following note on them. 


The.niost noteworthy acquiaitioii in the section of 
painting l>oth from the standpoint of art and history during 
the year under review is an illustrated Persian manuscript of 
the Punch Oanf or the five works of the poet Niaami written 
in the latter part of the fifteenth centurv. The order of the 
quinted as given in the manuserijpt is (») liakhsan-ul-^Atrar, 
iii) Khusrau afui Shyin, {UP Zaila and Htynnn, (tv) Haft 
Paikhart (e) the Shikandar I^ama which is incomplete. The 
volume is bound in a modern leather cover and has forty- 
four leaves of a hter date, comparatively badly written, 
Tbtee supply the niissing text of the looks in vanous places 
and it is just possible that there were illustrations too, which 
were sold as separate pictures by some ruthless hand in the 
past. Be that ns It may, the manuscript still retains all its 
artistic and historic value as the colophons of the Jfakh^n- 
ul-Asrar and the Jioi/n atiU Majnun have been left intact 
from wdiicb it appears that they were written by iluhammad, 
son of Ibraijim, who was the son of Masaud* in 892 A 11 
(US6 A. D.) and in 694 A. H, (1488 A. B.) resiiectivelT! 
The other books have no colopLtma. The title pages bear an 
elaborate omamenlal dpign in gold and blue, with an 
Imnorific inscription stating that the manuscript belonged to 
the Ubrary of Sultan Jalal-ud-din Khalil Khan and Side in 
a prayer " (IfavJ' God perpetuate his dominion and power 
continue his charity and benefaction in this world. ” 
These pages are evidently eivnteniporary with the rest of the 
manuscript. T\ ho this Sultan is I Tave not been able to 
ascertain..

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phons determine without the least doubt the age of the 
work. The painting's 610^60 in number though somewhat 
ilaiiiaged, are of that beauty and eleganee wliieb characterise 
Persian paintings. Tlie first tsro pages of the volume are 
elaborately illuminated with gold and the ever fiesli Persian 
blue without any inscription. Likewise the first two pages 
of tlie Makhian-ul-Asiar have very rich ornamentation and 
the other books have smaller decorations at tlie beginning. 
The cnligraphy is very fine and the dexterity of the letters 
bears eloquent testimony to the work of a master bainL 

To the collection of j^alutings twenty-four additions were 
made sis: of wiiicli are painted on cloili and the rest on paper. 
Tlio set of paintmgs on cloth isr of considerable historical in¬ 
terest. Leaving out the Tibetan wi^rk, specimens of such 
paintings are extremely rare and so far those are the only ac¬ 
quisitions of the kind to the ^Luseum collection. They illus¬ 
trate passages from the Markandeifa Char,di and they ap¬ 
parently once belonged to some manuscript. No ibite is given 
on any of the pictures but their technique, which is a mixturo 
of tha Persian, and the indigenous Indian or rather the purely 
Iliiidu style, indicates their age without much doubt. In 
these pictures the Persian influence is noticeable chiefly in 
the treatment of rocky scenery and in the representation of 
demons, animals aud hirds, w hereas the treatment of (he 
drapery is distinctly archaic and decorative. This phase of 
Indian pictorial art belongs to tlie middle of ihe Bixteentli 
cent^ when certain elements of the mannerism of the 
Persian school were adopted in compositions of Indian paint¬ 
ings. These iiaiutings may therelorc be ascribetl to the latter 
part of the sixieenth century at the latest. One of tlie 
pictures has on the back explanatory notes on passages from 
the B&agwat tfcefei in Gurmukhi diameters, w Inch have no 
reference to the painting and I tlierctbrc take this inscrip¬ 
tion os an insertion of a much later date. 

Among the other paiatingi' a picture of an unidentifiod 
Christian subject, which api^ars to be either a copy or an 
imitation of some Europeuir work, signed ** Pars " one of 
the court painters of Akbar is of special interest. It has 
another painting on the back representating a prince 
r^eiving rdigious instnictions from a and bears the 

signature on the decorated border of “ Tiriyya ** anotbe^ 
painter in the court of Akbar. If these signatures could 1>e 
authenticated it would make both the paintings extremely 
interesting not only because 'ihey are works of two different 
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artists on tlie same paper but because of the fact that one 
is a Christian and the other a Islamic work, so very charac* 
teristically typifying the large lieartedness of Akbar for 
wliom these may well be presumed to have been painted. 

Anrangzcb laying seige to a fort (Golkanda) is also 
a valuable addition to the gallery. TJie series of Badha and 
Krishna paintings have become richer by four new addi¬ 
tions. 

AVhat may prove to he an interesting and valuable 
N*iur>] hutort acquisifion under this head is the 

, . remains of Col. Tytler's famous coUec* 

tions of bird sic ins from all jiarts of tlie worlds formerly 
housed in Smda, all trace of ivhich has been lost sight of 
for many years. It is of special interest as the collection 
has been under Gon.staut reference in the work of ornitholo¬ 
gists especially Hume. 

I he many years that this collection has remaiu- 
i great damage has been done to it but owing to 

the fact that each specimen has been carefully rapt in news¬ 
paper and most of them left unopened since 1872, on 
complete examination it all probably be found to contain 
many type speeimenu from which species were afterwards 
described. 


It will necessarily take a long time to arrange and 
catalogue the collection as we are dependant upon voluntary 
expert help. Mr. li, Bcvan Petman to wliose generosity we 
OAve the collection lias supplied details for the following 
accountof thecolleetioni—Col. Tj-tler ivmdc this collection 
between ilutiny days and the early Eighties," When he 
died the eolleetion passed to bis Avidoiv, Avho turned her 
home into a ^ sort of hotel and removed the collection from 
the room ivhich it occupied and packed the“fekins in boxes and 
they remained so for years. In 1907 Mrs.Tytler made a deed 
of gilt of all Iier personal properties including this colleo- 
non to her dau^htor lira. Livingston-Thompaon in Simla. 
In 1909 Mrs. Livingston-Thompson who Avas in poor cir¬ 
cumstances wished to dispose of her propertv on returnin'^ 
to Englaad. The Tytler collection iva-s offeVed, it U said, to 
the Curator of this Aluaoum then Sardar Bahadur Bam 
• r <lechned to purehasie it and it was boutrht by 

^r. B. Beyen Petman, for Ra, 1.009, He had uo^know- 
Ic^ of its contents or value but haring in miiid that 
Mrs. Livingston-Thompsoa aas in great need of money and 
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also that Lord BotliaohiUl had asked Mrs. Bevaa Petman 
to send him anjr bird skins she could crJlect iu India he 
intended to take it home to England. Tlie intention to 
present the collection to ** Tring was frustrated hj circum- 
stanoes and it was tlen offered to 'this Mnseiim as a gift nnd 
gladlj accepted by me. Xo catalogue was received bv 
ifr. Beyau Petman though he has an impression that one 
existed. Friends of Mrs. Tytley affirm that there was a 
complete catalogue and that after Col. Tytier^« death this 
was lent to Mr. A. O. Hume and all trace of it lost. I hope 
I may get information of its whoreaboute. 


Loan Collection. 

Under this h^d one or two interesting additions have 
been made Major General E, H. Ewart, C.B., CJ.E,, 
H.S.O., fum lent his entire collection of German East African 
native arms, implement and curiosities found hy the British 
troops at pnr‘cs-slaam on occupation. The niost iuterest- 
mg thing in this collection is a large embroidered Imnner 
until German Imperial Goat of Arms. It is a civic T>anncr 
verv finely designed m black velvet and tins^vl on a vellow 
^ound. ft ^ ag feet long by six broad awl the wliole is 
tjdrcii up with the Prussian Eagle. This banner is one of 
the two found in Bar-es-slaam the main port of Germau 
bast Vfn&i on its occupation by the British forces ih Sep- 
tember 1916 The otW was sent by General Smuts to 
Soutli Afnim to be put up in some pubiie Imilding there. 
Itmay be interesting to note that the following Punjab 
troops liave been largely represented in the force which has 
^ successfully driven tlie Germans from East Africiin terri-

Finance. 

The expenditure amounted to Bs. 9>.fl7-4-7 as compared 
with Bs.

REPORT ON THE WORKING 
OF THE CENTRAL MUSEUM, 
LAHORE, FOR .1918-19. 
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PREFATORY NOTE. 


The year untler report has not hcen^ an exciting one for 
^luseum Curators in India, at least to judge the lack of 
anything of very sjiecial interest in the Punjab. In the 
absence of any eificcr able to tour on acquisition bent we are 
dependent upon the curios and antiquities offered us for 
sale. This year little has come our way probably because 
while Calcutta and Delhi have had Imperial funds for the 
purchase of antiquities* the Provincial Museums have been 
unable to enter the market as purchasers. The purchase of 
nine Greek didmehms which I have been fortunate enough 
to make is due to the iierapioacity of Mr. R. B. Whitehead, 
I.C.S-, who is always keen to help the Lahore Museum to 
improve its collection of coins. A fortunate accident aceounte 
for ihe colleotEon of Nepalese priestly ornaments added this 
year, a casual weak end in Dalhousie brought mo in touch 
witli them, and I was thus able to purchase at suialt price 
jewellery that adds groat interest to this section of the 
Museum. 

We still have the honour of storing the boxes contaio- 
ing part of Sir Aural Stein’s collection of Central Aslan 
antiquities, but judging from information received we are 
not likely to be promoted higher tlian this humble, bat use¬ 
ful position, as the collection is, we believe, shortly to be 
transferred to its future permanent home in Dulbi, thus 
leaving us minus a valuame collection, but plus a good gal¬ 
lery built to accommodate it. On the principle that half a 
loaf is better than no bread we may congratulate ourselves 
upon having space for expansion, if we can only make suitable 
use of it. E shall therefore have some suggestions to make 
for the use of this empty ^llery which for want of fittings can 
' at present only be used as a dumping ground for spare 
articles. 

The catalogue of the Indian Paintings section has how 
been completed, and we only required a grant for its publi¬ 
cation and illu-dration to make it a valuable and interesting 
addition to our sectional catalogues. I shall like to see this 
as well got up as the coin catalogues, as of recent years this 
collection has greatly improved in iiiiportaiiee aud value nod 
many gaps in it have been worthily tilled and tnany iu- 
differeat examples have been weeded out.

l)uriiig the cold weather of laat year the Industrial Oom- 
mission visited lAhore. In order to give the members a 
fair idea of the work of the Indiiatrial Schools of the Proviuce 
I arranged an Art and Craft Exhibition of the Mayo School 
of Arts and all its adiHnted Industrial Schools in the 
new gallen'' above mentioned. Tlie result was a fairly 
representative exhibition showing the qualitiea and limita¬ 
tions of each school. About a dozen schools contributed 
furniture, metal work, and drawings, while the parent in¬ 
stitution exhibit^ a large collection of all kintk of craft 
work including silver work, cotton printing, lithography, 
process work, and Indian paintings, thus giving the staff and 
the students of the I'rovincial schools an opportunity of 
studying work of a higher standard of design and finish. 
The C’chibition remained open for about a month during 
which time it wag visited by some huodreds of Eurupoans 
and Indians, and nearly every saleable article was pur- 
ebasod. 

1 have before remarked upon the wide scope there is for 
Provincial Muscuuis in the direction of encouraging provin¬ 
cial industries. These museums Here started with this 
object, but it has entirety been lost sight of and the arcliiB- 
olrgii^l fuoctioDs of tliese Musentns now engross all their 
cnerglte. It is true sale-rooms luave been attempted under 
unbusineaslike methods, but this is not wliat we want. We 
do want however an exhibition gallery showing the best 
Avork of the province in all departmontB of Arts and Grafts. 
The exhibits should be purchased from provincial funds aod 
exhibited ivith tlic maker's oame, addreas and the price at 
which it can he obtaiued from him. Exhibitor would be 
required to give a guarantee that all work should ho up to the 
standard, exhibitc<l, under the penalty of loss of right to 
exhibit and the refund of the puicbasc money. Here the 
work of the Museum would cease. We should at least have 
an up-to-date cihihitioa of the work of the Province and 
with half a million visitors much good would result in both 
helping-the craftsman to work a higher standard aud in 
bringing bia work to the notice of possible purchasers. 

It is for this purpose I wish 'my Committee to re¬ 
commend the of our empty gallery with the provision of 
funds to furnish it with show cases and to purchase 
exhibits. 

The Museum compound has been re-aligned to suit the 
scheme for widening this part of the M4i. At present the 
result IS untidy, but when tlw scheme is completed which 


includes the eieotion of gates and a baUistraded wall, the 
nppearanoe of the ifuaeum will he greatly onhanoed.^ Tlie 
Znmzama gun has been allotted n much better position on 
a central platform commandiiig this portion of the ^Iall and 
il can now be seen to the beet * adrautagc, and I think the 
Committee and the general public will approve of the re- 
moral of this fine exhibit to its new position.

A report by Mr. R, B, Whitehead, T.C.S., on the rrork- 
ing of the Treasure Trove Act, as regards tlm acquisition of 
old coius iu Punjab, during the year 1013-19 is hereivith 
appended (Appendix B). 


Jewellery. 

Some additions have been made under this head chiefly 
by the pnrobase of four pieces of Nepalese jewellery inlaid 
with precious stones. Ttiose are curiously rich and barbaric 
iu design and colour, and are such ns me worn by the 
Nepalese priests as nock and breast ornaments. They are 
massively mounted on silvcrgilt and form a closely inlaid 
mosaic of fine colour, tlie stones turquoise, coral, ivory, crystals 
and malachite being laid in kik and the principal ones'liein'' 
carved to represent gods nud the smaller ones flowers and 
birds. 


Patnlinga. 

A series of paintinga which come Irom Barahti were 
bought this year. Although they have no high artistic 
merits yet they are interesting us they show' a peculiar phase « 
of early Punjab bill paintings and throw much light on the 
probable .origin of the curious paintings commonlv called 
“ Tibeti ” by Amritsar curio dealers. ' * •

Some of the paintings aequired represent different 
Nn^aks and Nnyikm deserilied in BliAmi Putt’s Ba«a 
Manfari and hear the verses they illustrate l»eautifully 
and eorrectly written on tlie liack in Sanskrit, while a few of 
them are labelled on* the front in tiadly wTitten Takri 
oharactere. Besides these two pictures of Eadha and 
Krishna and three of othey subjects have also been bought. 

All these comprise a special group of Basohli jmintings. 

The technieal neculiaritias of the Ikisohli paintings 
make them very different from the other Panjah liill paint¬ 
ings, It is possible that the Basohli School is of pre-^ioghal 
origin, as the Basohli works show more trace of ifaina than 
of Moghal traditions. I\''ith tlie exception of certain motifs 
in dress in male figures hardly any trace of Moghal influence 
is conspicuous in these worki^. Tlie colouring ia ex<'Oedingly 
warm, the most brilliant yellow nnd red being used. 
narrow band of sky with white clouds and deep red unorna* 
meiited liorder occur in moat pictures. The nrolUtecture 
wliieli often projects across tJic border is indifferent, and 
very, frequently as in the Basa Matijah pictures, tlic plinths 
liear motifs of heads of faiiulous animals. Tlie trees are r 
treated witli a rich decorative elTect. In the figures only 
the profile is rendm?d and the hack of the licad of women 
is most abruptly and estraordinnrily flattened. TIif orna¬ 
ments are characterised by the profusion of pearls ; some¬ 
times small pieces of beetles’ wings are introduced to repre¬ 
sent jewels and lioth gold and silver are used.„ Another 
peculiarity of these paintings is tliat the ffngers excluding 
the thumb are almost invariahly firm and close together. 

The w'hitcs of the eyes are sti-ongly rnarkei:!, in eonsequenee 
of whieli tlie figures have a quaint and fierce look. There 
is no pretention to beauty or sweetness anyivhere, and the 
whole rendering is archaic. 

The Basohli paintings prove tliat tlie so-called Tibeti ” 
pictures are but productions of the Basohli school of a later 
period, although the general colour scheme of the former 
clianges considerably in the latter, Init most of the other 
technical pecularities arc kept intact. 

Loan Collection. 

The entire collection of German East African native 
arms, implemonts and curiosities found by the British troops 
fat Dar es-salam on occupation aud loaned to the Museum by 
Major General R. R. Ewart, C. B,, C.I.E., DAO., last year 
has, with the exception of the embroidered banner, been 
transferred to the Indian War Memorial Museum at Uelhi, 
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BuiMinf. 

TTe continue to liaw constant trouble mtb the roof of 
the new bnilding- Every time it rains water comes through 
irt some places anti damages exhibits- Another trouble 
always with us is the pigeons breaking into the galleries 
through the wire netting and the glass. 

All the galleries were open Jo the public except the 
new gallery which renmius unfitted with show eases and is 
only used by the Prineiiialj Mayo School of Art. for the 
annual exhibition of craft work. The walla of the picture 
gallery Imve been plastered with Portland cement, and an 
air spicc of two inches hiis been left between the wall and 
the back of the picture frames, this in addition to framing 
every painting between two glasses pas par tout fashion shoAilH 
preserve these exhibits against damage.

A very largo number of photographs of the (landhara 
sculptures has been supplied, on paymen-., to several Japa¬ 
nese travellers and others.

The sum of lls, 1,500 sanctioned last year for cabinets 
for the Tytlcr collection has been spent^in making 10 cases, 
A similar grant is expected this year to complete the housing 
of the collection. 

Finance.

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REPORT ON THE WORKING 
OF THE CENTRAL MUSEUM, 
LAHORE, FOR 1919-20. 
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PREFATORY NOTE* 

This year wo bave passed through troublous times in 
many ways. The Committee of ironagement liavo lost by 
death its president the late Sir Huniy Rat'igan, the first 
Chief Justice of the new High Court of the Pimjah. At 
the annual general meeting of the Gomiuitteo held last 
month the Chairman of the Meeting said he wished to record 
the unanimous feeling of the members of the Committee of 
the great loss the Punjab has sustained by the death of Sir 
Henry Rattigan and the more j^rsonal loss they had 
sustained by his absence from the President's chair, 

The Punjab disturbances did not upset the rontine of 
the Museum for more tlian a few days prior to the establish' 
ment of MartiaMaw, the collections having to be elcsed to 
the public as a precautionary measuro only. The office 
staff attended regularly throughout the Hiirtal, and no trouble 
from the frequenters of the Museum was experienced, but 
the number of visitors was greatly reduced. 

Our chief difficulty during the year resulted from delin¬ 
quencies of the late Haroglia, L, Roghunandati Prasada, the 
Head of the office, and the official responsible for the proper 
conduct of the office work. Owing to his personal habits 
leading to a growing incapwity for mental work it was 
tound necessary to suspend hiiu pending enquiries into both 
his accounts and registers, the Government auditOT having 
reported irregularities. He died suddenly before the com¬ 
pletion of the enquiries. A special meeting of the Com¬ 
mittee of Management was called,the Auditor’s report was 
laid upon the tabic sliowing many minor deficits in money 
and defects in keeping of accounts. The total deficits from 
the Museum accounts amounted to Rs. 185-9-11, all of which 
is recoverable from the deceased’s estate, I am bappy^ to 
report no loss of any kind from the property or colleotiona 
of the Museum. 'The special meeting rpconimondecl the 
appointment of a better paid and better qualified Darogha. 

This recommendation was accepted by the Local 
Goveroment and resulted after the receipt of many applica¬ 
tions and the interviewing oT many applicants in the 
appointment of Bakbshi Kbem Chand Lutta from the 
Peshawar Museum where be had uine yeara* experience 
of Museum work. 
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Thirinp the Iflst s’x months the M^iseiim work has 
progressed smoothly- Each collection is heisg carefoUy 
levited, the show ca^ of the textiles fixed ag^iDsi the walla 
which show the aame bad effect of emanations from the 
walls are being booked with soUgnum treated panelling leav¬ 
ing a space between the w'all and the cases. In the coming 
year each case will he thoroughly disinfected with Hydrtwy- 
onic Gas for which purpose services of the Archseological 
Chemist liave kindly been promised to me by the Director- 
General of Archteology. I havo taken this action as a 
result of the perceptibio damage being done to fragile ma¬ 
terials by insect pests and rapid changes of climate and 
temperature. With the old type ot show cases whioh are 
anything but air or insect proof, it is one long fight attempt¬ 
ing to preserve textiles from rapid deterioration and it is a 
fight that the insects mostly win. 

Wo are now getting on rapuily with renewal of labels. 
I am instructed by the Committee to make proposals for 
completing the cataloguing of the different collections in 
the same manner as the coin catalogue has been done and 
the Indian Painting collcetion and Buddhist Sculptures are 
proceeding. 

The oonimittee have also inetructed me to apply for 
sanction to appoint a whole-time Assistant Curator in the 
grade of the Provincial Educational Senice* 

It is satisfactory to record that my sn^estiona in l^t 
year’s report regarding the foundation of a gallery of Punjab 
Art and Craft work in the Museum bas been well received, 
and the principle of thus forming a standard for the assist¬ 
ance of Uie provincial craftsman with the opportunity of 
bringing his u ork before the public has been ncc8|iit^. 
Estimates for the fitting of the gallery and the provision 
of staff and funds for the necessary expenses are now before 
Government for Fanction. * 1 have every hope that this will 
now go forward to completion.

13th April 1919 on account of the Panjab Disturbances, on 
the 19th July 1919 on account of P&ice Celebration and 
26th December 1919 on account of Cliristinas Day). This 
together with the Punjab Disturbances of the last year 
are mainly responsihlo for the decrease. But the attendance 
is very satisfactory, taking into consideration the attendance 
of the years previous to the last. The highest attendance 
was on the 3rd April 1919 when 4,536 persons passed 
through the turnstile.

Committee sanctioned a special fee of Ejj. 50 to be granted 
for each of throe special lectures on Indnstrml subjects, 
in order lo encourt^c interest in industries. Two of the 
three lectures Gelcctcd, f-a, Wheat, Leather and Irrigation, 
were delivered j one by Dr. Bennet on Leather and

**" ***■ paintings by artists of the new 

Calcutta School of Painting bare been added by purchase 
to the Painting and Xfrawing gallery to fLU iu gaps iu a 
collection which aims at repraseutiug the pictoriaL art oE 
India from the pre'Ho^bal period up to tfao present diy. 
Mr. S, N, Gupta has kindly given in the following note on 
the old paintings 

“One painting (Plato No. 1) probably represonts 
an episode from the Shah Namah. Two portraits have 
been added to the Persian and Moghal section respectively, 
the latter including a fine portrait of Jahangir (Plato 
No. 2). The acquisition in the section of Kangra paintings 
dealing with iVlustrations from the Hindu epics, represents 
a scene from the Kamayana during the time of siege of 
liUtika when Rama and Lakshmana were smitten down by 
charmedacrovTB from the Kakshaaha camps. The picture 
illustrates that some of those arrows changed into living 
serpents and wound themselves nhout Rama and Lakshtnana 
to the utter wonder and dismay of their monkey and hear 
followers. 

The Radha and Krishna series has two additions. One 
ol these showa Krishna looking at Radha through a 
window. The other is a hand fan and has paintings on 
both sides. It is made of thick paper with a specially 
prepared w'hito sarface over which the paintings have 
been made. One side shows a milkmaid bringing milk to 
Krishna while the other side has a girl standing under a 
tree with a pair of deer, one on each side. 

Six additions have been made in the collection of 
paintings of the Sasohli School. Like the other paintings 
of the same type in the gallery they bear all the pecu¬ 
liarities of the soHsalled paintings, a reference to 

which was made in the report of the last year. The colour 
scheme of these paintings— specially the combination of 
deep Vermillion and bright yellow—resembles very closely 
the colouring of Tibetan paintings. The Baao^ ^hool 
perhaps represents a very important link joinkig the 
i ndig i-nona Indian and Tibetan Ei^ools (Plate No. 3). 

It is difficult to ascertain with accuracy the date of 
these paintings. Ibey are probably of post-Moghal date, 
hut they do not show any coaapiouous traces of Moghal 
<iufluoDce either in drawing or m colouring. The use of 
well cut pieces of green beetle’s wings for jewels in orna> 
meats is a peculiar feature in these paintings. The rich and 
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warm Goloumi^, ftnd g^tetsque tnatmciit of tho figures lead 
tbemselTcs vary adequately to the eubjecte of the paiatiags’ 
Here Durga prepares herself for war agaiast the jf saras—>the 
undying foes of the Bevas. Here she is the mighty Sakti 
of all the gods who bring her their own weapons. Brahnia, 
Visbou and Maheswara worship her. She ia tho terrible 
Kali.—the gruesome Shyama, the Saviouross throngh death 
who is to destroy thoriaiiraa in battle and regain the suprem¬ 
acy in the heavens for the gods. The glaring colours 
and quaint drawings help to illuatrato these epiaodos with 
a very rich pictorial effect. 

Two paintings of Baja Balwant Singh are fine acqui¬ 
sitions of the year in the section of paintings from the 
Punjab hills. Otlier additions include '* A Love scene, " 
** Girl running after a Cat *’ and ** Temptation” which have 
been exhibited in the miscellaaeous section. 

Four paintings, vtz., *' The Plains of Banchi” by G. N. 
Tagore,“ The Moon** by K. if. MoEomdar, "In Quest of 
the Beloved” by D. S. Bhattacharjee and ** Angarag of 
the Saligram Shila *’ by B. C, Bey have been added to the 
collection of modom water colour paintings of Bengal. 

The catalogue of tho Indian paintings in the Museum 
prepared by Hr. 3. K. Gupta could not be printed in the 
year under report as tho work of making ulooka for ra- 
produelion in the catalogue entrusted to a Calcutta firm 
wns not of the stondsori I desire. I propose to take tho 
paintings BelecteU for roproduotion to England where I 
intend going on leave iu this year and to have this work 
carried out there under my personal supervision to the 
standard o£ the coin catalogue,

The leaty condition of the foofs of certain galleries 
TTfls pointed out in tlie last year’s report; the estimates 
for the required work were Buhmitted to the Local Govern¬ 
ment and admioktrative approval has been accorded "with 
the remark that estimated expenditure should bo in eluded 
In the list of Major “Works for the year 1921-22. This 
means that the work cannot bo carried out in the ensuing 
financial year. I would strongly urge that this defect in 
the building should be remedied without any loss of time 
and sanction may be accorded as a special case to have 
this work carried out at once. 

The now empty gallery was used, with the previous 
sinction of the I^cal Government, for the Exhibition of 
British and Indian Arts and Crafts for SI doy» (16th 
Eebruary to 6th March 192Q) under the mAuagoment of a 
Committee formed for

ings together proved a great success. Despite the college 
studcnfa being admitted free of charge, a sum of Ita. 661-8-0 
was realized on account of admission fee. The total income 
inoluding 10 per cent, commission on sales and anlc-procceds 
of catalogues amounted to Es. 1,382-6-5 against an expendi¬ 
ture of Es, C07-94, thus learing a net balance of 
Es. 774-12-1 in the hands of the Committee. With this 
fund in Jiand it ia prepoaed to form a permanent society 
with a view to holding an Annual Exhibition. 6,701 people 
visited the Exhibition. Professor Kalmykoff, a Russian 
Artist, was also granted permission by the L<wal Gotctu* 
ment to use the new gallery for the exhibition of his paint¬ 
ings for a week in the month of March 1920. 

It Is with great satisfaction that I report that the 
Government have approved my proposals to open a perma¬ 
nent Exhibition of Pnnjab Industries and Aits and Crafts 
in tins gallery and estimates for the expenditures are now 
bebg considered. 

At a recent meeting of the Lahore Site Committee I 
was called as a witnesa and strongly urged the dc^rability 
of reserving the site now occupied by the Public Library 
for the futiwc extension of the Museum. I am glad to re¬ 
port that the Committee agreed and the building on this 
rsite has been earmarked for Museum use ia tbe future. 
In this connection I wish to report that the Museum 
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compoimd containB no Berraufs' quaitdra and tliat a few 
semnts only have been aecommodafetl in the Mayo 8ch(»l 
of 4rts quarters. The laclt of qiiartors is a severe dram 
upon our poorly paid raonials, and T propose that Govera- 
ment bo aaked to provide house allowance to those not 
accommodated with freo quarters. 

The Work done in the Museum and the Staff. 

Owin*^ to suspension and subsoquent death of B. Haghu- 
nandan P^da, the lato T>aro?ha, the wort of the Museum 
office suffered greatly and was much in arrears, ine 
services of B. Khem Ohand Butta as Barogba was secnred in 
November 1919- Since his appointmont he has been busy m 
starting the proper registers of acconntj records, etc., which 
by the negUgencc of the late Darogha were cither not 
start^ or were not kept np-to-date. The work of the 
new Darogha who has had an experience of about ten 
years' service has been satisfactory so far and he has shown 
great keenness. The renewal of labels is taken in hand and 
much progress has been made under this bead, and it is Uopm 
that in course of the current year this work^ will he finish¬ 
ed. Bmss, copper and P>ipieT^mdchi objects in the 
logical section are being pmpcrly arranged and hvhell^ 
BMking of the wall cases m the Arts and Manufactore 
Section has been completed and soi^ of the Le.vtile Pabnea 
have been properly repaired. The Ornithological collation 
has been disinfected for proper preseryntmu I mn 
much indebted to Sir John Marshall who km^y placed the 
services of Mr. Muhammad Sauna Ullah, the Archmolog^l 
Chemist in India, at my disposal for Scientific proMryation 
of the bird collection and for the other similar ^ 

Museum. He will also be placed at my disposal for tUa- 
infecting all the Textiles cases which is urgently required. 

Photographs and Guides. 

One hundred and sisty-two photo-prints were ^^ppljed 
to public on payment and isaued gratis. Rupe^ 44‘3*0 
being the sale-proceeds was credited to Government. 

One hundred and tlartysavcn copies of Mr. Hargrievre' 
Buddha-Storv in Stone were sold and ^ 

Eupeea 84-12-0 on account of the sale-proceeds of the guides 
to Government. From the number of copies 
ISd or issued staffs it ia evident that the guide is very mucli 
appreciated by the public.
